proof that they have or so intend 
•—It has been and will be In ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
state laws. 


"Does Mr, Roosevelt now pro-

states to revise their election laws 
to suit his views?" 


As for the Republican National 


Committee, Hamilton added:

Chairman Hamilton declared In

price-fixing regu- 
lations. 


Declining farm prices and ac- 


cumulating crop surpluses have 
stimulated 
agitation 
for revision 


of the 1938 farm act among cot- 
ton and wheat growers. 


Secretary Wallase has indicated 
however, he will curry his de- 
fense of the present law to the 
farmers before congress convenes. 
The proposed domestic allotment 
program, which had strong sup- 
port in the last congress, would 
eliminate the present acreage al- 
lotment, 
marketing control and 


benefit 
payment 
provisions. 
Farmers would he free to pro- 
duce as much as they desired, 
but 
could sell 
only a 
specified 
share,' or allotment, of the do- 
mestic market.

HEALTH OFFICIALS 


URGE PRECAUTIONS 
TO COMDAJ DISEASE 


PREVENTATIVE 
MEASURES 


AGAINST TYPHOID AND 
DIPHTHERIA SUGGESTED 


Preventative 
measures against 


typhoid .fever and diphtheria were 
urged Thursday In a joint state- 
ment Issued by Drs. S. H. 
Bur- 
nett and W. T. Shell, Jr., county 
and 
city health 
officers. 


The self-explanatory statement 


follows: 


In view of the fact that th«>re 
are now a few' more cases than 
usual of diphtheria and typhoid 
fever in the county and that all 
schools will begin soon, we think 
It advisable to advise the citi- 
zens of the county and cities of 
this fact In order that precau- 
tions may bo taken in time 
to 


prevent 
a 
general 
epidemic 
of 
the above 
mentioned 
diseases, 


and 
not 
Interfere 
with 
the 
schools In general and the chil- 
dren's Individual school activities. 
We wish to state, also, that 
the 
state of Texas will furnish 
the 
county and 
city health officers 


sufficient 
preventive vaccines 
or 


toxolds for those who can 
not 


obtain same through their local 
drug stores. The state, county, or 
city does not furnish diphtheritic 
anti-toxin 
for 
treatment, 
nor 


diphtheritic anti-toxin for 
pre- 


vention. They do furnish dlpther- 
Itlc toxold for 
prevention. 
The 


anti-toxin protects for three 
or 


four weeks only, 
whereas 
the 


toxold protects for several years 
but does not take effect for some 
four or five weeks following 
ad- 
ministration of same. 


The health 
officers 
suggest 
that all have the toxold admin- 
istered 
Immediately 
before 
be- 


ginning 
of 
school, also advise 


tha,t, If typhoid vaccine has 
not 


been taken In the last two years, 
another series of typhoid 
vac- 
cine should be taken. 


Your family physician can 
ex- 


plain to you more in detail and 
if you desire to take advantage 
of either, have him got in touch 
with the county health officer if 
you live ouside a city limit. 
If 


within a city llmt, have him fret 
In 
touch with 
the city health 


officer of the city In which 
you 
live. 


There Is no general epidemic 


of 
either 
typhoid 
or dlptheria 


now but If some precautions 
are 
not taken 
a number 
, 


and possibly a general epidemic. 


In order that this Information 


may reach nil parts of the coun- 
ty, we feel 
that 
the 
different 
school boards and officials mif?ht 
take this 
under 
consideration 
and act as they think best in 
the matter.

ed the state's official greeting to 
the diminutive filer, made him a 
colonel on his personal staff and 
gave him the traditional ten-gallon 
hat. 


The governor told the crowds, In 


presenting Corrigan, that the man 
who made the famous "wrong way" 
flight to Ireland was born In Gal- 
veston and that Texas was glad to 
have him back again. 
"He Is Texas' own," Governor All- 


red said. 
The governor said Corrlgan seem- 


ed not to have "lost the common 
touch" 
but 
apparently 
enjoyed 


"meeting common folks like us as 
much as we enjoy meeting him." 
"We love.you a little more than 


the rest of the country," he said, 
"because you are our own." 


The crowd which extended for 


blocks cheered as Governor Allred 
presented Corrlgan aa "Colonel Cor- 
rlgan." Then it roared again as Cor- 
rigan donned the big hat. 
"In making your ocean flights," 


the governor said, "if you should 
have to settle down on one and 
your plane should spring a leak, 
you could ball out water 10 gallons 
at a time with this hat."

cratic government." 


Holbrook's command of words

Science has firmly estab- 
lished the value of serum treat- 
ment In both Its preventive and 
curative phases.

immunization and 
antitoxin 
for cure, are serums of which

public Is even yet 
not fully aware," said Dr. Geo. 
W. Cox, State Health Officer.

A 
start in that direction had 
been made, but when the 
war broke out two years 
ago nearly half the people 
were unable to read and 
write. They dropped their 
farm implements and took 
up gun's, but the war an il- 
literacy was continued side 
by side with the war against 
Franco's 'arrnies.t 
An American 'correspond- 


ent who had heard of these 
soldier schools went on a 
tour of investigation in or- 
der to see them for himself. 
He found some of them in a 
quiet sector. The "militia of 
culture" was at work teach- 
ing the alphabet and read- 
ing 
to illiterate 
soldiers. 


The 
instruction 
included 


telling the story 
of 
their 


country's 
long 
struggle 


agrainst the Moors and Na- 
poleon and of its hopes for 
liberty. 


The classes , for illiterate 


soldiers 
are 
compulsory. 


But there are other classes 
attended voluntarily by of- 
ficers and men who are not 
illiterate. 
In one of these

crashed in flames on a polo field 
a few miles from 
Buffalo. 
Hawks who told a friend some 
years ago "1 expect to die In an 
airplane," and J. Hazard Camp- 
bell, upKtate socialite and sports- 
man who had accepted an invi- 
tation for a trial spin In a small 
plane Hawks' 
company 
sells, 


were fatally Injured. 


Horrified 
friends, 
who 
had 
watched 
the 
take-off from 
the 


small field, heard the plane crash 
behind a clump of trees. 
They 
saw a flash as flame shot high 
in tho air. 


They pulled Hawks 
from 
the 
controls of the blazing ship and 
dragged Campbell from beneath 
a crumpled wing. 
The injured 
men were taken to a

hospital In ambulances.

regained consciousness. 
Hawks was flying

Gwlnn Aircar, a plane designed 
for private flying. He carried a

estate Hawks and Campbell took 
off, 
described the crash: 
"Commander Hawks landed on 


our field about 5 p. m. and of- 
fered to take myself or any of 
our guests 
for a ride.

bell climbed in first. 
"The plane 
lifted 
in tho 
air 
and Hawks tilted it 50 feet above 
the ground to enable it to pass 
between two tall trees. 
As he 
passed out of sight it looked as

altitude and 
was trying to bring the plane 
down. 
"Just as the plane disappeared 


we heard a loud crash and a 
flash of flame shot 
up behind

found Hawks Inside the burning 
machine on the seat. His clothes 
were on fire so we stripped him 
and pulled him away."

Mayor S. Davis Wlluon who said 
the guards would be given a hear- 
ing Inter on charges of homicide. 


Coroner Charles H. Hersch ex- 


pressed surprise at the mnyor's 
action. 
He had been conducting 


his own investigation 
and said 


eallor five guards might he ar- 
hested before the end of the dny. 


After two Investigators attrib- 


uted the deaths to suffocation and 
scalding and told of prisoners be- 
ing driven "stark mad" by steam 
In nn "air-tight cell block," War- 
den William B. Mills said: 


As far as we can learn, some- 


one yet unknown closed the win- 
dows In the cell block and then 
turned on the steam radiators." 


The victims' naked bodies were 


found 
In 
adjoining punishment 


cells Monday. Mills said the men 
were "agitators" among the 600 
Inmates originally participating In 
a 
revolt 
against 
"monotonous" 
fond. 


The coroner said the four, and 


some 
20 other 
prisoners, 
were 


placed In the cells Sunday night, 
that windows were closed, and 
Htenm was turned on In the radi- 
ators by a guard. 


He said he would continue his 


investigation until 
he 
learned 


whether the heat was turned on 
Intentionally, or If it might have 
been an act of carelessness, and 
added: 


"We know the guard who turned 


on the heat. 
What we want to 
establish now is who gave him 
the order." 


Similar versions of how 
they 


said the deaths occurred were giv- 
en by Hersch and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney John A. Boyle, who 
said that "interrogation 
of wit- 


nesses revealed conditions much 
mor'e like the black hole In Cal- 
cutta In Holemshurg, rather than 
e modern prison." 


Nobody Went Near flat 


Boyle declared 
that 
;'nobody 


went near the place (punishment 
cells) all night." 


"All 
.night long," he said, "the 
prisoners 
were 
screaming 
and 


yelling to have the steam shut 
off."They needed water desperately. 
There was only one way to get 
water, and that was from the toil- 
et hoppers. 
So those who had 


shirts on tore them off and soaked 
them in the hopper water, and 
rubbed the wet shirts on their 
faces and bodies to keep alive." 
Coroner Hcarsch said the men 


'crawled to the toilets and scoop- 
ed UD water to try to drink it, 
and that made them so sick, they 
retched." 


"The men went stark mad dur- 
ng the night,1' the assistant dis- 
trict 
attorney 
asserted. 
"They 
saw the weaker convicts go first. 
Raving mad for some time, and 
then dropping to the floor uncon- 
scious. And then dying." 


Two Others Seriously III. 
The coroner said Morris Snatz

prisoners who had refused to eat 
in protest against a "monotonous" 
diet of humberger and spaghetti. 
Dr. Morton Crane, the coroner's 


physician, declared the men had 
died violently. 
"I nm of the opinion that scald- 
ing water somehow got Into their 


cells," he said. 
"There were also bruises and ab- 
rasions • * « that would Indicate 
clearly to me that they were beaten 
before being scalded to death." 


Mills began a separate Investiga- 


tion, along with City and county of- 
ficials.
